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Color Computer Users Comments

As a Color Computer user with. a 
technics] background and interest in 
computen. and their tun, I have been 
buying and using a lot of equipment in 
the list year Of so. lm mainly interested 
i n hardwire projects related to the CoCo, 
although the principle use of my system 
has been fur writing (a fantasy novel and 
lots of correspondence). Asa result, and 
because lm opinionated, IVe been keep- 
ing a written record of my experiences 
good and bad which is occasionally 
updated. 11 youVe got a copy of il h n\ 
because I thought you'd be interested 
Feedback from other users would be 
appreciated. 

I'm employed by Solid State Systems, 
Inc. in Marietta, QA as an electronics 
technician in the System Test Depart- 
ment; [ lest and repair various types of 
power supplies, both Linear and switch- 
ing, some weighing up to 130 pounds. 
More recently, I\e been working with 
the 61000/ Vcnabui computer we manu- 
facture and use with our products: pri- 
vate branch telephone exchange system* 
and energy management systems. By 
par's end, we hope to move to a large 
new facility on Wade Green Road at I- 
75 near ttennesaw. 

I obtained my first CoCo as a used 4K 
unit in October, 1481 At the Lime 1 didn't 
have a computer, nor very much money 
lo spend on one, and I desperately needed 
awoid processor foe my writing project* 
My mad an in friend^ Jerry Collins, had 
a friend who wanted to sell his fairly 
cheap. (At that timeSIZSfor ■ CoCo was 
cheap.) 1 bad my doubts, and did oH cart 
for the looks of the key board either, but 
I figured it would do until I could some- 
day afford a "real* computer. Preferably 
a S-100 bus system, maybe the nifty new 

Almost immediately, 1 began finding 
out that the Color Computer is a pocket 
rocket f 1 soon upgraded it lo 32K h then 
64K. Telewriter followed toon after, as 
did a pair of Tandon DSDD disk drives 
and an upgrade tn Telewriter 64. In time. 
L had added a Zenith video monitor and 
an Qkklata02 printer. I use my computer 
moslly as a word processor and for that 
alone it has been worth every cent spent 
on it. Consequently, my system is config- 
ured with that sort of use in mind and Etits 
rtjN>rt rtflecu that bias. Telewriter W his 
some limitations^ but on the whole the 
combi nation of it and the Color Compu- 
ter make for a cost effective word pro- 
cessing system, especially when com- 
bined with double-sided disk drives and 
a compatible DOS like ADOS. 

Without it 1 would n\ currently be 
working on a multi-part fantasy novel. 
Writing, drawing and reading idence 
fiction and fantasy make a nice change 
of pace from electronics. 

However, as val uablc as my CoCo has 
been as a writing tool, t originally bought 
it to have as a computer for learning 
aboul the hardware and programming 
aspects of computing in general And 
much of the pleasure of ownership has 
been in squeezing oul extra performance. 
I^ interested in hardware mostly s but 
have been reluctantly and slowly forced 
utio software, too. Future interests lit in 
graphics and classical animation with 
computers, and in assembly and struc- 
tured programming languages. Pd really 
like to have a CAD-lype system for 
drawing schematics and circuit board 
layouts, but thai II probably have lo wait 
until a reasonably low-cost 68000' based 
microcomputer appears with a hard disk 


and ar Least a megabyte of memory. Does 
this sound like an Atari or Commodore? 
Tandy su re did nuss t he boat o n i h is one ! 
I'm still waiting, though. 

The Color Computer's disk operating 
sysiem and hardware arc a little primitive 
(so what else is new?]. I had intended all 
along to purchase double sided 40-trick 
disk drives and use them with the FLEX 
operating system. However, L got a copy 
of the OS-? operating system about as 
soon as it became available and also 
added an SO-track drive for additional 
storage (I'm now running three TEAC 
55-series drives). That DOS interests me 
because it's very similar lo UNIX, which 
threatens to become I he next major 
"standard" on EVERYTHING, main^ 
frames to micros. Most recently, IVe 
added the DSL 12BK mod and use it as 
a RAMdisk on OS-9; it'd be nice to have 
a bard disk, but the hardware at*d soft- 
ware support isnl in place yet, as far as 
1 can determine. It took awhile, but my 
computer system is finally "fully opera- 
tional* on though 1 am still slowly 
learning the ins and ools of this compka 
and powerful operating system. 

That our beloved CoCo ii often 
$comed by others as a *game" computer 
is unfortunate — the 6809 microproces- 
sor bu a reputation of being the most 
powerful it-bit chip around, and makes 
our modesi "toy™ a low-con investment 
in computing power second lo none. I'm 
still squeezing more performance out of 
my original baltEeship-grey unit and 
expect lo be using it for several more 
yean, N ol bad for a substitute for a "rear 
computer!

Here are Damon s opinions about this 
equipment. 

WordPaek II 

The two major advances in the addi- 
tion of the Word Pick are the gain of an 
additional BK or more of free rnemory 
and greatly improved readability over the 
use of a hires graphics display such as O- 
hk r which although a very useful utility, 
requires a healthy amount of memory. It 
makes DynaStar at least useable, if not 
as easy to use as Telewriter £4, my WP 
program of choice. 

Aside from the memory space gained 
and improved readability, the display 
rewrite! in Dynatt*r ire noticeably 
speeded up in comparison with O-P&k. A 
particularly nice touch was the video 


switch. Tm looking forward to being able 
to use the BK of additional RAM possible 
with this new design. 

There have been problems with my 
Word Pact unir. Ii didn't always load the 
RS basic driver and activate itself with- 
out crashing the computer, ancl Lhc video 
switching relay could be easily upset with 
a minor jar. Sometimes the computer 
would just Crash, and not boot up again 
unlil the WorkPack was removed or 
allowed to cool off. Moreover, the dis- 
play wavers noticeably, as though I here 
was some sort of ripple component in the 
video. 

t sent it back to PBJ for their evalua- 
tion. They returned a new board which 
doesn't seem inclined lo crash or jar out 
of operation, bm the display Kill wavers 
annoyingjy. 1 thought this was a hard- 
ware problem, possibly a ground loop. 
However, it apparently is a timing prob- 
lem- an appeal lo FHL for agjislance 
resulted in a program listing from PBJ to 
adjust timing constants for the Ft S DOS 
driver, though IVe not received anything 
for OS-9. I'm still trying lo figure oul 
what I'm supposed to do with the pro- 
gram. His anyone else had this problem? 

Tentatively recommended for 
and Re* u$en who need the eura display 
and free memory. 1 do wish Telewriter 
worked with WordPack (are you listen- 
ing, Howard Cohen?), 

CoCo II 

I purchased a I6K ECB CoCo II for 
$120 from a mail order leurte. Spectrum 
Projects was selling sets of 64K RAM* 
for only S3*, so I decided to buy a new 
unit to supplement my old battleship- 
grey unit fnr considerably less than what 
the original 4K unit cost me two years 

easy: Plug in the 64K chips and solder 
one jumper. The latest versions of the 
CoCo II have most of their chips soldered 
in place, including the ROMs and pos- 
sibly the RAM*. This saves money on 
sockets, but discourages experimenters 
and i^ifiCalioiB. 

One problem cropped up after ex- 
tended use: the G key somel imes stopped 
working in RS BASIC, but still worked on 
CJS-9. Since I voided, the warranty instal- 
ling the 64 K RAM chips and video/ 
*e>und output board, I was obliged to 
troubleshoot ibis one myself. 

To that end, I purchased a CoCo II 
Service Manual (RS p/n M5-2603026- 
993) from Spectrum Projects for about 
$20. I was planning lo buy one anyway; 
need merely speeded up the process. It is 
well-organized and clearly written, with 
plenty of circuit explanations, diagrams 
and trouble-shooting procedures, A 
recommended item for those planning to 
do their own repairs and /or interested in 
the inner workings of the CoCo II. 
NOTE; the extensive changes in the most 
recent versions of the CoCo If Will 
require significant updates in the service 
manual. 

The problem with my balky G key? 
C1B, a 0. 1 uF RF byp*ss capacitor on the 
input of the right joystick fire button was 
leaky, pulling down the signal level on 
one input line of the 6622 PI A. Vm not 
certain why it would still work on OS-9 
as it did. A triggered Vope is almost 
indispensable m trouble-shooting compu- 
ters and digital circuitry 

About a week after fining that prob- 
lem, the computer began acting, as 
though il had memory or firmware prob- 
lems, I kept getting OM errors. ThM 


turned out to be a defective 64K chip. 

The +SV regulator transistor runs hot: 
mpuL voltage is nearly 12V so il must 
drop about 6.5V. A Urge additional load 
of both a disk controller and the Word- 
Pack via a ¥ cable caused serious over- 
heating; it seems a Mulfli-frk Interface is 
good practice if you want io run more 
than one module in the expansion port, 
Tfaii doesn't entirely solve the heat 
problem, which is a result of cost-tutting 
design by Tandy. 

The Multi'Rak itself tends to take up 
a lot of room and in general gets in my 
way on the desk. I put a longer cable on 
the disk controller so I could move the 
drives in a more convenient location. On 
the other hand h [ was going lo have to buy 
one anyway for some other modules, 
including a serial and possibly a parallel 
port. 

If my system continues to expand, four 
slols may not be enough. 

DSL 13IK RAM Eipusfon hvi 

(ieccfred 11/K) 

This consists of a single board that 
plugs into the SAM chip socket, with a 
couple of clip leads. An additional let of 
WK chips piggyback on the existing, set. 
Pins 9 and IS of the upper set are tied 
together in separate lines which then go 
to the new board. The resulting installa- 
tion is fairly neat and simple, but you 
need to be careful and solder the chips 
very neatly with a minimum of solder. I 
had trouble getting my installation lo 
work until I did these things 

After getting the setup corrected, I ran 
the PAGER basic program which ap- 
pears in the December Rainbow- the 
board seemed to function a* advertised. 
After a while, an RAMdisk pro- 

uuuc u«j 44ui wju juydMnwd_ 1% 
works very nicely now, although there 
seemed to be a hard ware problem during 
the early stage of testing whkh eventually 
vanished- Onct it Wis working reliably, 
f found that it's rather nice lo have. The 
disk drives just shut up, and execution 
speed i$ gratifyingly fast, nearly instant. 
The only problem I can see now is that 
a I2$K mod only whets my appetite for 
more memory. 

Now that a couple of and 512k 
mods art on the market, perhaps soft' 
ware support will become available . . . 
]| ?,urr would be nil* lu run OS-* Level 
II, with maybe 256 PC of program space 
and 254 K of RAMdisk! I'm not sure if 
that^ possible or practical, but one can 
dream, can 1 * they? 

1 dm Imping that a word puKc^ing 
program capable of using the extra 
memory will ahu develop for RSDOS 
applications. Keep in mind that a similar 
\2$K CoCo was planned by the Shack 
and that the users almost always come 
out with Iheir own upgrades and appli- 
cations Tint, 

TEAC SSF Hatf-Heieht 
DS St-taefc DM Drive 

Anyone notke the precipitous drop in 
disk drive prices in the lait couple of 
yean? It's now possible to buy lop- 
quality drives for well under S200 a IVe 
seen 2/3 height doublensided 40-track 
drives for under $40! There's practically 
no excuse to not own at least one disk 
drive now, no matter what your budget. 

Thr Color Computer disk controller 
will support more than a 35 track single* 
Aided disk drive, and with no hardware 
modifications, although a great many 
owners don't seem to be aware of that 
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fact. There are several versions cf mod- 
ified Diai basic as well m the FLEX, 
STAR- DOS and OS-9 operating sys- 
tems, aLL of which will support up lo three 
double-sided 40-track drives, some will 
support BQHrack drives. 

J bought a TEAC J5F«0-ifa£t unit for 
yse with the 05*9 operating syiierti. T 
gene rale a LOT of ten files, mostly 
correspondence and a fantasy novel 
project, so I ex peeled lo need this sort of 
capacity {about K mcglbyle of storage ). 
Ili nice lo have, My entire fantasy story 
project, background notes and all, now 
lakes up about haJf i disk In RKDQS, 
lhal works out to at least four disks and 
growing monthly m my story js slowly 
being written. 

The Johnson S DISK disk driver mod- 
ule for Radio Shack version of OS-9 ia 
capable of double-stepping I he beads for 
40'tracfc operation tut omai kail y P il 
determines the disk format when il reads 
the directory and makes the necessary 
operating adjustments. Nice louch. 

The TEAC has a head-loading sole- 
noid and jo clicki audibly when ihe drive 
is accessed. The spindle motor as flat as 
a pancake. 

Tiro TEAC* YiD Tit in the space of one 
RS standard or Tandon drive, and a pair 
of drives appear to require leu power 
than -one standard drive. Youll need 
metric screws lo mount the unut m an 
enclosure. You out sometimes use single- 
sided diskettes with Qui unit, but double- 
lided diikettes will be more reliable. Set 
my noles about the HDS Disk Con- 
troller 

pmwofik JA-551-J Doubk-Slded 
4t-Trflch Dbk Drive 

As with the TEAC unit, Qui drive fits 
in half the space of a standard height 
drive However, it is slightly longer and 
met oJighOy more power than my Tan- 
don drives; thus proving thai nol all half- 
height drives are necessarily half power 
too. Alio, probably due to a marginal 
power supply, 1 same limes had problems 
in formatting disks without getting 1/0 
errors and a lot of spurious bead seeking 
that my Tandon drives donl seem to 
exhibit. On the other hand, il is the 
quieten drive of ihe group, head stepping 
itietrlyuleni. 

This ii a good drive h but the caveats 
about depth and power supply require- 
ments should be noted. Also, connectors 
are located a bit differently., so attaching 
cables gels slightly torn plicated by the 
offsets. 

Because 1 thought servicing might be 
a problem, I obtained a copy of the 
Tendon TM-IQQ-2 service manual, and 
plan to get service manuals for the TEAC 
and f^nason ic driva. Where DOES one 
go for service and parts on non-Tandy 
drives? This could be a serious problem.

There are now several disk controller 
boards available for the Color Computer. 
A new entry into the market, Hard Disk 
Specialists, a division of Compukit, 
offer? an up-to-date design with all- 
digital circuitry and the option of two 
jumper-selectable ROMs on board P in- 
cluding 24- and 2**pin EPROMs. The 
assembled version with Disk BASIC R OM 
»ll* for S 1 J9 a without ROM for SI 19. A 
kit version. Ie*4 ROM, tiSSO, with ROM, 
HOD. 

Version C of the design differs consid- 
erably from their earlier version and 
Radio Shack's, frrt of I he lower cost 
seems due to the use of a WD1773 con- 
troller chip, which contains its own data 
separator and precompensatiftn circuits. 
The result ii a board with a significantly 
lowered parts count (S ICs VS Radio 
Shade Is 14), no adjustments to make,, and 


simplifiesd **$cmbly. Just to look at il, I'd 
say HDS could sell the kit for $50 and 
still make a profit. They have been 
offering discounts Co as low as 560 for ihe 
kit version. 

Initial impression ii very favorable: 
The circuit board is silk-screened and 
solder-masked, wnh gold-plaLed connec- 
tors and solder-plated component holes 
and pads. All parts are of good quality, 
the only shortage being thai only one 
jumper instead of three was in the kit. 
The instructions are not Heathkit- lucid, 
but are clear enough, and include a good 
soldering tutorial for less experienced 
builders. All ICs art socketed. 

Due to the low parts count, construc- 
tion time should be Ha 2 boura, depend- 
ing on an individual's experience and 
practices. I chose to solder all small ICs 
on ihe board, since such parts rarely fail 
and sockets themselves are sometimes 
prone to problems. Larger devices dont 
fail that often either, but can be quite a 
pain to remove without damaging the 
board. Obviously; you dont want to 
solder in the Disk BAgJC ROM 
Cleaning the board with a flux remover 
I Scar a general-purpose paint and lac- 
quer thinner worts well for this purpose) 
il recommended but nol necessary. Best 
lo blow the board dry with compressed 
air rather than letting excess lolvent 
evaporate. 

So far tVe found a couple of problems 

in operation which may or may not be 

significant. One was wilh SO-track disk 

formatting and reading. My Radio 

Shafk rrmtrnfkT would form- it Verbatim 
and ^coich/Seaxi stngk-iided double- 

density diaki in my Teac 5SF drive ai 
double-sided ftO-tracki. Nol completely 
reliably, mind you, but enough for me to 
use i hem experimentally and saving me 
Ihe cost of buying the right kind of disks. 
(IN* always taught singlc~sided daks for 
use in 40-lrack douhled-sided use, and 
never had any problems.) However, I 
found lhal the HDS controller would 
have fits with these disks, both in for mai- 
ling them and reading files on them 

When [ tried out a new box of Maxell 
MD2-D double-sided disks, ihe HDS 
controller and the Radio Shack con- 
troller both liked them. Just goes to show 
you that you cant always gel away wilh. 
this practice. And that there are some 
minor functional differences between the 
two controllers. 

The only other problem was that ihe 
iR-piti EPROM (2764) on which my 
version of ADOS resides would not work 
as a 2S*pin device although it worked 
when modi Tied back lo 24- pin mode. 
Reports are coming of some software 
copy protect schemes creating incompat- 
ibility problems on controllers using the 
1773. This Li due the the 1 77 ft inability 
to address single density disks. Some 
copy protect schemes use a mixture of 
single arid double densily tracks to 
confuse the system. 

Based on the results so far, this is a 
product I can tcnativety recommend for 
low price (in kii form) and quality, 

Hard Disk Specialist's name implies 
lhal they build parti for Winchesters ype 
drives, and I'm wondering if ihcy intend 
to build systems for the Color Computer 
in the future. What I in R E A LLY cuno us 
about n whether more hard disk interfa- 
ces and supporting operating systems will 
develop for the CoCo, especially on OS- 
9 (see the review on LR Tech's hard duk). 

DynaStar (vs. Telewriter 64) 

I don't particularly like Dynastar 
Compared to Telewriter 64, it is more 
difficult to use: generally slower and 
requiring the running of a separate 
DynaForm printing program to get hard 
copy.

Word pack made the big difference in 
the end h more readable and a much larger 
text buffer. Trying to use I wo different 
WF programs ai the same time can Lead 
lo minor confusion with key commands, 
if I use one program for awhile and 
switch to l he other 1 tend to use ihe wrong 
commands without thinking, 

While Word Pack 's auto-repeal feature 
is nice, in DynaStar it sometimes is more 
trouble than it is worth, when I dont 
want so many repeal*! If I hold down a 
key for too long, or hit the wrong key, 
it may be awhile before the screen finishes 
scrolling up or down, and I can't break 
into the program while ibis is happening 
to stop it. 

DynaStar, like other OS -9 word pro- 
cessors, allows one to edit text files much 
larger than free memory. This was one of 
the reasons I orgjnally purchased the 
program, because Telewriter can work 
with only 2SK blocks of text, not quite 
large enough for my creative writing 
needs. Unfortunatly„ one cannot scroll 
backward through a disk file lo edit an 
earlier part of the teat, to do so you muat 
write the entire Tile to disk and start over 
apinl Not at all convenient! Evidently 
all the word processing programs avail- 
able for the Color Computer share this 
limitation. By deleting the PIPES, RS* 
232 and Tl modules from the OS-9 boot 
file, and with the additional memory 
freed by I be use of Word Pack, the teat 
buffer (now about 26K) roughly equals 
Telewriter's capability. Thil require* 
creating a special lyslem master

J had pjobbemi gettmg DynaFnnn and 

my printer agree on much nf anything h I 
couldn't seem to pan printer command i 
directly lo the printer for special func- 
tions luch at correspondence^ uality 
mode and 12 CPS mode, ]i took quite a 
bit of reading and some experimenting t o 
determine the right codes. Documenta- 
tion for both Dynaitar/DynaForrn 
wBsrtI very helpful in this area. 

Also, DyraForm fragments memory, 
leaving a gaping hole in fret memory 
alter it has terminaled. While I donl 
think this is a real problem, it's annoying 
and a bit sloppy: 

A new version of Dynaform which is 
supposed to support different printer* 
doesnt run at all cm my system, il crashes 


the computer when, executed, FHL never 
responded to my letter on this problem 
and I'm still using ihe oU version. 

In summary, DynaStar works, though 
compared to Tele writer M irA a much 
more difficult program to Lite. By itself, 
it's not really worth upgrading to OS-9 
just to have an OS-9 word processor. If 
you already have OS-9 or plan to get it 
and want s WP program For that oper^ 
ating system, other programs such as 
Stylograph [][ or Microtech Consul- 
tant p i XWORD may be a better choice 
Compare features and obtain manuals 
before you buy — I wish I had, but at the 
time the choice didnl exist and I'm not 
going to spend up lo a Si 00 for another 
WPprograrn. 

Future Thoughts
